In response to the Office Action dated June 15, 2005, in connection with the above- 
identified application, please enter and consider the following remarks. The time for this 
response has been extended one month to August 15, 2005 by the accompanying petition and 
fee. 


REMARKS 

The applicant has studied the Election/Restriction Requirement dated June 15, 2005. 
Claims 1-5, 7, 8 and 10-22 are in the case. The Examiner has required restriction to one of the 
following two groups of the claimed invention: 

Group I. Claims 1-5, 7, 8 and 10-18, drawn to a read-only recording medium and a 
reproduction device for reproducing data pre-recorded on a read-only recording medium, 
classified in class 369, subclasses 275.3 and 53.35. 

Group II. Claims 19-22, drawn to a method of reproducing data stored in a read-only 
recording medium, classified in class 369, subclass 59.1. 

In response to the Examiner's election requirement, the applicant hereby provisionally 
elects claims 1-5, 7, 8 and 10-22 (Group I). Furthermore, the Examiner has also indicated that if 
Group I is elected, restriction to one of the following inventions is required:
